The Future of Brond Street. ,

purate in size and elegance with the rank of
our city, While almost every other of the

frroat munioipalities of the world has some one
avenue on which it oan fix its pride, we have
pons. George Augustuas Saln has devoted
pages in the British magazines to the desocrip-
tion of the “Streets of the World,”” yet we find
none credited to the City of DBrotherly Love.
This absence of such a real objest of local con-
gratulation might bie disconraging, were it not
that in the course of a few years it is anlmost
certain that we will possess a street which
may justly rank as an equal of the Dounlevards
of Paris, and far exceed in natural advantages
Broadway of New York. In all probability,
Lowever, five years will see Droad street so
altered that it will hardly be recognizable aven
by those who have for years resided within
sight of it.

We do not base our expectations of the
beauly of Broad street on any fallacious theo-
ries, but can see clearly exactly how and why
the change we anticipate will surely ococur.
The great length of that avenus, ex-
tending as it does into the country both north
andsouth of Philadelphina, and passing through
the heart of our city, will make it a most de-
pirable route for carriages; and all that pre-
vents its already Leing such i3 the execrable
condition of its paving, But we have good
Jeason for believing that the bright future of
Broad street is drawing near, By act of the
Logislature, the time in which the owners
of the rails are allowsed to romove them
has almost elapsed. As soom as it is
passed, we will find that great nuisance
become & thing of the past. The effect
will be Instantaneous. Aun entirely diffs-
yent olass of buildings will line both sides
of the street from Arch to Coates. 1In
place of the present filthy and ugly coal-
yards and grain depots will be handsome
glores and residences, and we will have hand-
some North Broad strest and the elegant
houses on South Broad street connected by
equally fine buildings through the centra
of the city. When this is done, and both
pides of the entire strest are lined with such
buildings as now grace the npper and lower
ends, we will have a thoroughfare which ueed
not fear comparison with any in the 0ld
World.

The rapid complation of the new composition
pavement, wl ich, in course of time, will extend
the whole length of the avenue, presents us
with a road over which it Is a pleasure to
travel. In place of the dangerous and rough
cobble-stones, we have a ground as smooth as
though it was paved like our sidewalks, and
over which horses can travel without danger
to the feet, and oarriages roll without dislo-
cating tho limbs of those whom they carry.
The result will be an immense increase of
private carringes and horses, and a marked
alteration in the horseflesh of FPhiladelphia.
At present there is really very little satisfaction
in keeping private carriages in our oity. It
is neogssary to ride so far over painfally
rough streets before you remch the country,
that half the trip is a8 much & pain as the rest
is a pleasnre. And then again, our citizens
have no place to exhibit their fine horses.
People may say what they please about the
love of blooded animals and the pleasure of
riding, but the truth is that a great deal of the
pleasure oonsists in the faot that cthers are
driving fine horses as well as yourself.
It is the same with horses as it is
with toilets. It donbtless affords a real
pleasure for a lady to dress elegantly for her
own gatisfaction, but how much i3 that
pleasure enlianced when she knows that her
dress 1s the admiration of the opposite and the
envy of her own sex | Ho it is with horses, It
is a plessare to bave them, but ten times
greater pleasure to ehow them to friends, When
Broad street is completed there will be one
grand avenus on which all can meet, and each
compare his own equipage with that of hig
neighbor. Any one who has visited Central
Park, in New York, can see how muoch this
fact conduces to the number and elegance of
the turn-outs.

In addition to these beneflclal effects, which
will at once follow the removation of Broad
streot, we venture lo express a hope, if we
osnnot Bay an expectation, that the puablic
buildings contemplated mearly one hundred
and eighty years ago by Willism Penn will at
last stand in their destined places on the
squares which bear his name. There is no
other location in the city wo well adapted for
guch purposes. Cut up into four parts, each
of which is just of the proper size to bLe
adorned by a building in i centre, it
geems a8 though through all these years the
city has been gradually preparing itsels
for the great duty it is now to perform, With
proper edifices for public purposes at Broad
and Market streets, the beauty and usefal.
pees of thestrest will be incalenlably enhanced.
We earnestly call the attontion of our City
Fathers to the propriety of such & grant as
will enable the plan to be consummated. With
all these improyvements, which we may surely
look for within the next five or ten years, who
can prophesy what will be the beauty of onr
groat avenus ! We hope to see the day when we
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van with pride rank it above the Bonlevards,or
Broadway, or Regent street, or any other
thoroughfare in the world; nor do we antiel-
pete too much.

Negotiations with the Indians.
Frarremxa despatohes reach us from the
great Iodian gathering at Medlolne Lodge
oreek. The prospects are good, It ia said,
that a satisfactory treaty of peace will be
made.

It is well to receive these assurances with
several grains of allowance. We have no
doubt the Indians will eonsent to almost any
torms that may be insisted on by our Com-
missioners, especially if liberal benefactions
of powder and lead are included in the Lar-
gain, The Indians are shrewd warriors, and
their great objeot now is to get ammunition
and to avoid molestation during the winter,
That is the extent of their desire for penoe,
As soon a8 the grass starts o the spring, so as
to afford food for their ponies, they will be on
the war-path again, treatles or no trealies,
There is no method of permanently settling
our difficulties with these savages except by
gathering them together, and locating them
on resecrviations, Those of them who will gon-
sent to this plan should be immadiately
removad to their destined homes, and all
treaties made with those who refuse to ba
located upon reservations are worthless, Upon
no account should ammunition be given to
the Indians, It iz merely affording the weans
to murder our prople.

The Indian question will be much simplified
by the building of the Yacific Railroad aund its
branches, Travel and emigratien will follow
the lines of these roads, and the Indians will
be orowded back to remoter regions. Every
dollar expended in building the Pacific Rail-
road is a dollar saved in the ultimate Yettls-
ment of the Indian question.

The “Times” on Italy,
Tug London Times, in an extended article on the
state of the Italian question, gives its views
with frankness; and from the high position it
occuples in foreign circles, they will command
altention.

Seward®s Predictions.

Thr Democrats are circulating a predietion
ascribed to Fecretary Seward, to the effect that
the Democrats will carry New York., They
may do so, but our belief that they will is not
strengthened by any prediction that Mr.
Seward has made. 'We remember his predio-
tion last year, while swinging round the circle
with Andrew Johnson, that New York would
go Democratic by 40,000 majority. The Re-
publicans carried the State, neverthaless.

quiry Into the views of Republlcans nolding
influentinl positlons in the party wounld seem
to indiente, however, that none bat the ultra
radloalshaveirny strongbellel that the measure
enn be prosecutid to p successalnl lssue, and that
many of those who fnvored Lhe measurs last win-
ter have Low abandoned it from the conviotion
that to attempt the lmpeachment of the Presi-
dont at the {-ruscnl timé 18 highly lmpolitie
Not a few of Lhose who expredss this oplolon say
that the time has gone bY when the arraigos
ment of the President would bayve been favored
by the people. It has been widely clronlated
that certaln members of the Judiciary Uom-
mittes have made statements alleging Lthat
two, If mot three, of the commities, who for-
merly opposed rnpurtiug in favor of Impoeach-
ment have recently confessed thelr willlngness
to vote for It. Oune of the members alluded to,
Mr. Lawrepoe, positively affirms that a majority
of the commities will report in favor of lm-
semchiment, and states that he had been in-
ormed that Mr, Wilson, ehinirman of the oom-
mittee, and Mr, Cohurchllly had declared 1o its
favor,

It I8 not mentloned In the above narration
that the Garlbaldian force which ocoapled
Acquupendente on the 30Lh of September s
about Lwo hundred strong, that the town s
eptirely in thelr power, Lha garrison of thirty
gendarmes, communded by & Lieutenant, hav
ing barrieaded themselves lu thelr barracks,
where this mornlng they have probably been
obliged to capitolate from hunger, as the Pon«
tiflen]l troops sent from Viterbo Lo retake the
town could not as yet have commenowsd Lhe
nssanll. Moreover, the telegraphle wires hay-
ing beon cut, the Government reccives norell-
able intelllgenco from the disturbed districts.

The slarm rap brought Patrolman Seaman, but
before that offeer counld reach the spot, the
woman had stabbed OMecer MeOheaneoy, nnd
severed the carotld artery. Olher oflicers hon
coming up, the woman wnd Gunlly wrrostel,
and Polloeman Seaman glaried with ber (o the
Wooster Btreel Polles Stallon.,

On thewny she took the kalfe from her baok
hulr, but before she could use it o second time
the oficer struck s from her grasp, At the ste-
tion she was recogniged us I“'r\ll!lf‘p’ Wright, or
Margaret Welsh, Bhe was commibtled Lo a osll
and lroned. Meantime the w o nnded oflicer had
run np Mercer stroet Lo Howard, and through
to Hrondway, where, exhinusted, ha sank to the
pavement. His fellow-ofllears, who nad fol-
lowed blm, st onee 1ook Him to the New York
Hospital, but before reachlng that institutl n
he died. Therefore they bare the body Lo the
Woosler sireet police station, The woman
when fivst arrested was drunk and deflant, and
hoped that she had killed OfMesr MeChesney
but on learning that the stab had proved mortal
her tone ohanged, and she wepl and seamsd
overcome, Sheisa native of the United States,
nged thirty-three years, and llved s an aban-
doned ocharacter at No, 61 Grand street,

Bome time sgo Polleeman Moore arrested
ber for drunkenness, and on Lhe way Lo the
Polloe Station she broke from him, and ran-
nlu%iumu butcher-shop, seized a large knlfe,
but before she could use It she was sscured an
disarmed. The murdered officer was & uative
of the United States, aged twanty-three years,
and dwelt at No, 40 Carroll street, Brooklyn,
where he leaves a wife and child, He had bean
a member of the police force but nine weeols,
but in that ahort time had earned a high repu-
tation as & eareful, vigllunt oflicer. Yesterday
Coroner Schirmer held an inquest over the
boddy, and severnl witnesses having beon ex-
amined, the jury rendered a verdlot ngaingt the
accused, She was commitied to the Tombs,—
